Provided that no share shall be payable to a 
State in a year where that State levies any tax or 
duty on the sale or purchase of any of the goods 
described in column ( 3 ) of the First Schedule to the 
Additional Duties of Excise (Goods of Special

Provided further that where in any year the 
service tax become leyiable in the State of Jammu 
and Kashmir , each State including the State 
of Jammu and Kashmir shall be given a share as 
specified against it in.column ( 2 ) of the Table to 
paragraph 4 . 

6. If in any year during the period 2005-2010 , a 
tax under Union is not leviable in a State , the share 
of that State in that tax shall be put to zero and the 
entire proceeds shall be distributed among the 
remaining States by proportionately adjusting 
their shares .

4. One per cent of the net proceeds of taxes 
and duties other than service tax , referred to in 
clause ( 1) of article 270 , which are to be assigned 
to the States under clause (2 ) of that article , in each 
financial year commencing on and after the 1st 
day of April, 2005 but ending before the 1st day of 
April , 2010 but not later than the date with effect 
from which tax rental arrangement under the 
Additional Duties of Excise (Goods of Special 
Importance ) Act , 1957 (58 of 1957 ) is terminated 
shall be distributed among the States as follows:
